Well informed 
people affirm that the Allies will occupy Frankfort and Essen 
if the Germans do not sign forthwith. 
1 London, Dec. 5. 
Marshal Wilson’s summons to Paris emphasiged tho 
seriousness of the position that is developing ont of the grow- 
ing arrogance of Germany. The Supreme Council in Paris 
yesterday secretly discussed the enforcement of the Treaty. 
Marshal Foch was present and the deliberations will be re- 
sumed to-day. Despatches from Berlin indicate that the 
‘ Government's position is becoming dificult in face of the 
bluster of the militarists whose demonstrations have become 
bolder since receipt of the Entente notes. It is apparently 
believed that the demobilisation and war weariness of the Allies 
and the supposed secession of the United States will prevent 
the application of military pressure to enforce the Treaty. 
The ‘‘Freiheit”’ throws a sinister light on the armament of 
the Defence Corps and describes the semi-oficial statement 
cabled yesterday as a monstrous fiction. It declares that the 
Citizen Guards drill regularly. including bombing practice, 
while the socalled Public Security Police are offcered by 
regulars and equipped with heavy mortars and flamethrowers.

Some months back, it looked as though: a General Election 
would have taken place at Home ere this, for the critics of the 
Government were many and unsparing. We are inclined to think 
that there would have been a very early Dissolution had it not been 
that the Premier, seeing the approaching storm, went. to the House 
of Commons and, ina really brilliant speech, in which he handled 
his critics with that generalship which is one of his best assets, 
silenced and dumbfounded those from whom all the grumbling had 

-come. Mr. Lloyd George is o clever tactician, and it is probably rot 
stretching things too far to say that this speech was the tuming 
point in the life of the Coalition, or, to put-it io other words, that 
it at any rate materially lengthened the Government’s life. Mr. 
Bonar Law is the latest Cabinet Minister to speak of the poss- 
ibilities of an early General Election, and he. asserts that there is 
no prospect of such a development at any rate for the next three 
moaths. He is probably right in saying so much. . 

When the General Election does come, it will bea fight of more 


', than usual iaterest. Many changes have come over the country 


since the electorate was last consulted, and it cannot be overlooked 
that the last appeal to the people did not result in a.real-test of 
popular opinion, since many of the voters were unable ‘to exercise 
the franchise; whilst the general disposition of those who did go to 


. the polls was to allow the Coalition, which had admittedly won the 


war, to put on the finishing touches by arranging peace. The 
question of supreme moment, therefore, is how the new factors at 
‘Home will influence the political situation—whether Labour will 
come mare fully into its own, how the Coalition will fare, and what 
chances the distinctive old-time political parties will have of carry- 
ing any large number of votes. It will have been noticed that Mr’ 
Licyd George, in his recent speech at Manchester, addressed a 
gathering of what he termed his fellow-Liberals, and spoke of the 
deep pain which he had suffered because of the fact that he had 


- had to part company with them. His argument was that a split 


was imperative in the interests of the whole country, and we are 
quite sure. that he was honest and sincere in his conviction 
that that was so. The old Asquith Administration bad not shown 
Lloyd George 
is right when he says that had not a new spirit been imparted inte 
the struggle, the Allied cause would have been Jost, That new 
spirit was provided by Mr. Lloyd George and the colleagues whom 
he gathered round him, and we know the magnificent results that 
it had. - . 
We are not going to say, however, that Mr. Asquith and his 


" Cabinet did nothing to help us win. They had heavy burdens to 
-. bear in'the early part.of the struggle, and it would’ be the utmost 


- for more virile men. All this being true, 


bad grace to attempt to belittle the part which ‘thesa men, plu nged 
without warning into a world datastrophe, played. But the task 
.evantually becametoo big for them, and so they had to make room 
: 1 we still cannot look upon 
the Premier.as a Liberal, at any rate. on some of the questions involy- 
ing sharp divergences of principle. He has changed hig oytiook 
during the war, posaibly for the good of the country, but he appears

\ NEW JOSS PIDGIN. 


We have come across a rather 
interesting explanation of why it’ 
is that Chinese are 20 very fond 
of dodging out of the way of 
tickshag and motor cars at the 
very last moment. Motorists have 
been not a little puzzled about 
the habit and not. a little incon- 
venienced. The North Ching 
Duily News now comes forward 
with the enlightening news that 
it. is only a little more “joss 
pidgin.” Perhaps it would be 
better if we gave that 
paper's own  account:—‘ We 
are now informed that this 
is a new piece of ‘joss pidgin,’ 
resulting from the advent-of the 
motor-car, the scheme being as 
follows. A Chinese suffers from 
bed'luck, and when he is certain 
that it is dogging his footsteps, he 
selects the motor-car as the b-st 
means of ridding himself of it. 
Thephrase ‘dogged by bad ‘lu:k,’ 
is taken literally by these people 
{according to our ir formant). 
There is @ spirit, hanging on bie 
heels, soifhe can just shaveacar 
by the narrowest margin, the spirit 
gets it in. the neck. Thus, . the 
narrower the elcape, the more 
the Chinese is delighted and the 
louder he laughs, It's quite a 
pretty little scheme, . but it re- 
minds us of the schoolboy who 
walks on the edge of a wall, and, 
in endeavouring to-see how near 
to the ‘edge he can get 
without falling off, surprisedly 
finds that the wall’s edge has a 
limit. He resents that such a 
geme should be accompanied by 
hurt, and if a :Chinese gets 
knocked down he regents it too.

FAVOURABLY IMPRESSED 
WITH HONGKONG GAOL. 


The members of the Indian 
Prison Commission, who visited 
the Victoria Goal.on Thursday, 
say they were very pleased with 
what they saw. One member re- 
marked toa representative of this 
paper that he thought it was an 
institution of which the Hongkong 
Government could well be proud. 
It is, he said, very much Like 
an English prison, but it has been 
adapted to suit the. climate, 
although the roofs were too close 
and the prison. needed more light. 
These are drawbacks which the 
authorities realise, and when the 
new gaol is erected, these defects 
will be modified, -- ee 

Another feature that impressed 
the members of the Indian Prison 
Commission is the excellent way 
the gaol is administered. It is 
very clean and the health of the 


inmates very good. These points], 


created a generally favourable 
impression, and the Commission's 
verdict appears to be that: the 
Victoria gaol is about the best con- 
ducted in the Far East. The 
members are inclined ‘o think 
that there is not sufficient room 
for workshops, and consequently. 
some of the inmates cannot be 
employed as they might be.

4 REVERSIBLE LIFEBOAT. 

A new reversible lifeboat has 


| been invented by Thomas Gaskin, 


a shipwright, of Scottish paren- 
tage, 
seems to be in every way an im- 
provement in life-saving equip- 
The boat, as the heading 
states, is reversible, being identi- 
esily the same either side up. 
Should ir capsize, regardless of 
which side is uppermost, it is so 
constructed ‘with - non-return 
valves that all water is quickly 
baled, out of it. 
buoyancy of the boat is such 
that even if she wero holed ‘in 
launching, and water entered 
around the tanks, she would not 
submerge below decks, Some- 
times it happens in case of ship- 
wrecks that lifeboats are capsized 
and emerge from the water keel 
uppermost, and people are found 
clinging to-it. Lives have been 
lost in these . circumstances 
through exposure and inability to 
hold on for any length of time. 
This could never occur with, the 
‘| “Gaskin,” as once it reaches the 
water, being reversible, a boat is 
tohand for the people to climbinto. 
Once in the water she can be 
rowed or sailed as au ordinary 
boat, being fitted with patent row- 
locks. on both sides. She is 
remarkably steady in the roughest 
eva, riding ‘and following the 
wares without 


takes .place with the ordinary 
boat.. This is due to the air 
cushion beneath, which by they 
action of suction gives her a 
clinging power to the waves. Fore 
and aft she ie fitted with water- 
tight compartment for - the 
shortage of water and bis- 
cuits, and these ‘can b> reached 
regardless of which side is upper- 
most. A solid rubbing strike from 
stem to sternpost on both sides 
affords an easy method of getting 
into the boat from!the water. In, 
a sudden accident many people 
lose their heads and crowd into 
boats that are already full, thereby 
endangering not only their own 
life but the lives of those who have 
been fortunate enough to secure 
a seat beforehand. This danger, 
the inventor cleims, is, -entirely 
eliminated by use of the “ Gaskin.”
